PIRATES, U.S. 
CREW CLASH 

CAPTAIN HELD HOSTAGE DURING TENSE HIJACKING

NAIROBI, Kenya In a riveting higli-seas 
drama, an unarmed American crew wrest- 
ed control of their U.S. -flagged cargo ship 
from Somali pirates Wednesday and sent 
them fleeing to a lifeboat with the captain 
as hostage. 

The destroyer USS Bainbridge, one of 
a half dozen warships that headed for the 
area, arrived at the scene Thursday morn- 
ing a few hours before dawn, said Kevin 
Speers, a spokesman for the company that 
owns the Maersk Alabama, which was the 
sixth vessel seized by Somali pirates in a 


week. He said the boat with the pirates 
was floating near the ship, the first with an 
American crew to be taken by pirates off 
the Horn of Africa. 

Details of the day’s events emerged spo- 
radically as members of the crew were 
reached by satellite phone, providing a 
glimpse of the maneuvering. 

A sailor who spoke to The Associated 
Press said the entire 20 -member crew had 
been taken hostage but managed to seize 
one pirate and then successfully negotiate 
their own release. The man did not identify 
himself during the brief conversation. 


The crisis played out hundreds of miles off 
the coast of Somalia— one of the most law- 
less nations in the world. President Obama 
was following the situation closely, said for- 
eign policy adviser Denis McDonough. 

Pirates have staged 66 attacks since January 
and they still are holding 14 ships and 260 
crew members as hostages, according to the 
International Maritime Bureau, a watchdog 
group based in Kuala Lumpur. 

Somalia’s 1,9 00 -mile-long coastline bor- 
ders one of the world’s busiest shipping 
lanes and offers a perfect haven to the heav- 
ily armed pirate gangs. They often dress in 


military fatigues and use GPS systems and 
satellite phones to coordinate attacks from 
small, fast speedboats resupplied by a larger 
“mother ship.” 

The pirates usually use rocket-propelled 
grenades, anti-tank rocket launchers and auto- 
matic weapons to capture large, slow-moving 
vessels like the U.S.-flagged 17,0 00 -ton Maersk 
Alabama, which was carrying food aid from 
USAID and other agencies to help malnour- 
ished people in Uganda and Somalia. 

According to reports from the crew, the 
pirates sank their boat when they boarded 
the ship and the captain talked them into get- 
ting off the vessel using one of its lifeboats. 
The crew held one of the pirates hostage for 
12 hours. They returned him in an attempted 
swap for the captain, but the pirates reneged 
on the deal. 

Andrea Phillips, the wife of Capt. Richard 
Phillips of Underhill, Vt. , said her husband has 
sailed in those waters “for quite some time” 
and a hijacking was perhaps “inevitable.” 

Despite America’s technical and firepower 
edge, there is too much ocean to cover, and 
too many commercial vessels to protect, for 
full-time patrols or escorts for threatened 
ships.

SEVERAL OF OBAMA’S TOP CHICAGOANS ARE MILLIONAIRES

When President Obama moved into the 
White House earlier this year, he took 
several of his fellow Chicago millionaires 
with him. 

Newly released disclosure reports show 
virtually all of the top Chicagoans working 
for Obama have assets valued at $i million 
or more at the end of 2008. 

In several cases, the reports provide 
the first detailed look at the finances of 
some of the president’s top aides and 
friends from Chicago who have risen 
with him. They also show the financial 
haircut many have taken to be in the 
White House, at least until they return 
to the private sector. 

Some of the wealth can be attributed 
to the fact that the top aides surrounding 
Obama— such as the Chicago Trinity of 
Rahm Emanuel, David Axelrod and Valerie 
Jarrett— are from a big city where salaries 
tend to be higher. Comparable senior 
staffers with the previous two presidents 
came from Austin, Texas, and Little Rock, 
Ark., where salaries for top professionals 
tend to be the lower than in Chicago. 

In contrast to his senior staff, Obama’s 
Cabinet tends to have fewer high-net- 
worth individuals. That group includes 
former senators, governors and others who 
have spent much of their careers working 
in the lower-paying public sector. 

Like those of his predecessors, Obama’s 
senior staff tends toward seasoned pro- 
fessionals, people who have moved up in 
their respective fields and found private 
sector wealth. 

Lor Obama, millionaire status is a rela- 
tively new thing. His annual household 
income fluctuated in the range of about 
$250,000 during the first half of this 
decade, before his election to the U.S. 
Senate in 2004 and millions in book roy- 
alties and advances that started rolling in 
during 2005. 

Leading the Chicago pack in invest- 
ment portfolio size is Emanuel. The

White House chief of staff reported 2008 
investment income of at least $168,107 on 
a portfolio worth between $4.5 million 
and $ii million. The disclosures, required 
of both senior and deputy level aides each 
year, were made public last weekend. 
They allow individuals to report across a 
broad range in values for each investment 
and corresponding investment income, 
using categories such as from $500,001 
to $i million, so it is impossible to know 
exact figures. 

After leaving the Clinton White 
House — and before running for Congress 


from Chicago’s North Side— Emanuel 
made more than $16 million in 2V2 years 
as an investment banker. 

White House social secretary Desiree 
Rogers, a longtime Obama family friend 
from Chicago, reported $1.8 million in 
salary from People’s Gas and North Shore 
Gas, where she left as president during 
the middle of 2008. 

The person most equivalent to Axelrod 
in the Bush White House was top politi- 
cal adviser Karl Rove, who listed at least 
$2.3 million in stocks, bonds, cash and 
other assets in 2001. 


Jackson 
cooperating 
with ethics 
inquiry

Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. confirmed Wednesday 
that he is the subject of a preliminary inquiry 
from a congressional ethics board looking into 
his attempts to be appointed to the Senate seat 
vacated by President Obama. 

The Illinois Democrat said he is cooperating 
with a review from the Office of Congressional 
Ethics. The board is looking into Jackson’s inter- 
actions with former Gov Rod Blagojevich, who 
was indicted last week on a variety of corruption 
charges including allegations he attempted to sell 
the vacant Senate seat. 

‘As I said when the Blagojevich scandal first 
broke back in December, I have done nothing 
wrong and reject pay-to-play politics,” Jackson 
said in a statement. “I’m confident that this new 
ethics office— which I voted in favor of creating 
—will be able to conduct a fair and expeditious 
review and dismiss this matter.” 

Jackson, the son of civil rights activist Jesse 
Jackson, has previously acknowledged he was 
“Senate Candidate A” in Blagojevich’s criminal 
complaint. 

According to the complaint, Jackson was one 
of several candidates to whom authorities allege 
Blagojevich tried to shop the Senate seat now 
held by Roland Burris. Jackson’s supporters were 
willing to raise $1.5 million for Blagojevich if he 
picked the congressman, according to the filing.

Interviews in Biago 
case continue 

The head of the state authority involved in talks 
about the possible sale of Wrigley Lield said 
Wednesday that he and the authority’s executive 
director have been interviewed by federal agents 
in the corruption investigation of former Gov Rod 
Blagojevich.

Linance Authority, said he met with federal 
agents in late January or early Lebruary to answer 
their questions about the Wrigley Lield deal.

“They wanted the story of Wrigley Lield from 
the people who were there,” Brandt said. Brandt 
said he told agents that he had no idea that 
Blagojevich allegedly plotted to withhold state 
financial support for the Wrigley deal if Tribune 
Co. refused to fire members of the Chicago 
Tribune’s editorial board, which had been critical 
of how he ran the state. Tribune Co. owns RedEye, 
the Tribune, Wrigley Lield and the Cubs, tribune

Link to Hot Doug’s 
meats its maker 


Two fans of a unique Chicago hot dog store 
are learning that even the sincerest form of 
adulation has its limits. 

Nico Westlund and Gary Michaels, 
whose Hot Doug Drop made Loop deliv- 
eries from Hot Doug’s, a specialty-sausage 
stand in Avondale with a cultlike following, 
shut down their service Tuesday— at the 
request of Hot Doug’s owner Doug Sohn. 

Sohn was flattered by the Web site, which 
called him “the Sultan of Sausage” and 
vowed that the service was “brought to you 
out of love for the product,” but still asked 
Westlund and Michaels to cease and desist. 

“One, {the site] was done without my 
knowledge, which I’m not pleased about,” 
Sohn said. “We’re certainly flattered that 
people want our food, but the complete loss 
of control is problematic. And two, not to 
ride a high horse, but this goes against the 
grain of what we do. We’re here, and you’re 
coming in. {Hot Doug’s] is more than just a 


bag of food; it’s a whole experience.” 

Westlund and Michaels, who have mar- 
keting and finance backgrounds and an 
abiding love for Sohn’s work, began the ser- 
vice in February The two collected lunch 
orders from friends, picked the food up 
at Hot Doug’s and delivered the encased- 
meat delicacies to drop-off points at the 
Mercantile Exchange and the Chicago 
Board of Trade. 

Business boomed to the point that the 
pair launched a Web site that enabled 
online ordering. That was the point at 
which Sohn politely (both sides say they’re 
on amicable terms) called a halt to the 
operation. 

“We caused too much of a ripple,” said 
Westlund, whose admiration for Hot 
Doug’s has not diminished. “We’ve taken a 
hiatus, and hopefully we can make it pos- 
sible to bring Hot Doug’s to the Loop in a 
way that won’t compromise his standards.”

It has been a grim week in Woodlawn and 

Austin. 

In Woodlawn, a teenager who attended 
Chicago Vocational Career Academy was 
shot and killed last Thursday in the 6100 
block of South Cottage Grove Avenue, while a 
28-year-old man was shot and killed Saturday 
morning sitting in a car in the 6400 block of 
South Ingleside Avenue. 

In Austin, a man was fatally shot Thursday 
in the 1400 block of North Mason Avenue, 
while a 28-year-old man was shot and killed 
Friday afternoon in Davis Park. 

These homicides brought Woodlawn’s 
2009 murder toll to three and Austin’s to 
eight. 

So far in April, there have been nine 
homicides, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police information. There were 
47 homicides in April of 2008, according to a 
police press release at the time.

Biding time for Obama jobs 


WASHINGTON They are the Obama- 
wannabes, many of them young and 
heady former campaign workers, franti- 
cally networking or waiting, just waiting, 
for the ultimate status symbol in their gen- 
eration’s caste system: a job in the Obama 
administration. 

Flocking to the city’s creative-class 
neighborhoods, people in their 20s and 30s 
are prowling progressive Wiki pages and 
joining Google groups in the hunt for an 
Obama job. Those already employed else- 
where are secretly uploading their resumes 
to whitehouse.gov; others are quitting their 


jobs to concentrate on the search. 

Some are deft anglers: Melody Mathews, 
29, a former Obama field worker- turned- 
Navy contractor, co-hosted a celebratory 
dinner recently that included top Army 
brass with whom she campaigned. Her 
hope is that they will get presidential 
appointments and, in turn, hire her. 

Others, such as Noland Chambliss, 25, a 
former Obama deputy field director, are in 
come-down mode. He applied for a position 
in the Energy Department but hasn’t heard 
anything for months. So he has applied for a 
job at a pizza shop near his shared house. 


The job-seekers range from think-tank 
types to lawyers seeking better hours or a 
more altruistic mission. Many were low- 
paid field directors and their nomadic 
minions who knocked on doors, organized 
voters and coordinated multimedia pro- 
motions for the Obama campaign. 

Their collective purgatory highlights 
the unintended consequences of Obama’s 
influential calls for service. He has culti- 
vated a yen for public service among this 
generation, but the White House has an 
unprecedented number of applications and 
resumes to cull, lengthening the process.

Their eats: It’s hard not to be 
inspired by Antoni Gaudi’s 
one-of-a-kind architecture, 
which gave rise to some 
of Barcelona’s most wildly 
imaginative, original build- 
ings, including Casa Mila (La 
Pedrera) and the still-unfin- 
ished La Sagrada Familia. The Spanish archi- 
tect’s work so captured the imaginations of 
sisters Betty and Veronica Romo that they 
named their month-old West Town tapas 
spot for him. 

The sisters, with business partner 
Ezequiel Bahena, bring an artistic flair to 
their casual corner cafe. The bright walls are 
hung with paintings from Arts of Life, which 
benefits adults with developmental disabili- 
ties (all paintings are for sale), and there’s live 
flamenco guitar during Sunday brunch. 


Stop in for a breakfast of 
omelets, pancakes or chilaquiles 
(breakfast dishes run $6.50- 
$12), or swing by at lunchtime for the nutty 
apple salad ($7.95) or one of many burgers 
named for various artists. The Diego Rivera 
is a particularly spicy option, topped with 
pepper jack cheese, jalapenos and avocados 
($8.25). Hot and cold tapas and a handful 
of entrees such as Mila Special, a chicken 
breast stuffed with goat cheese and sauteed 
vegetables ($14.95), round out the menu. 

Your drinks: A Spanish bottle is the obvi- 
ous choice here, and we turned to Juicy 
Wine Company (694 N. Milwaukee Ave. 312- 


492-6620) for a couple of suggestions. 

If you’re pairing with heavier tapas such as 
grilled rib-eye on toasted bread with melted 
blue cheese ($6.95), try a bottle of b.b. de 
Exop to ($20), a cedary blend of garnacha 
and tempranillo with black cherry notes. 

Spicier dishes such as the grilled calamari 
($5.95) need something light to temper 
the heat. Llopart Brut Rose Cava ($21), 
an elegant sparkling rose, should do the 
trick. Gaudi charges a corkage fee of $1.50 
per person.

As an unsigned band, Snowsera could 
easily be fixated on finding a label, or 
getting more press, or even earning 
money Yet music remains their sole 
focus. 

“That’s always a goal with us as a 
band,” guitarist Ian Erard said. “Making 
sure that everyone has access to our 
music and that we’re always putting out 
music.” 

In following with that goal, the group 
is releasing a single and a B-side every 
month this year. Each two-song EP can 
be downloaded for free at snowsera. 

blogspot.com. 

“It’s one of those things where,” Erard admitted, “as a fan of 
music, I don’t really pay for music anymore. Knowing that, and 
knowing that no one in Chicago really knows who we are anyway, it 
didn’t make any sense to say, ‘Hey we got this awesome new EP out. 
Buy it for $4.99!’ 

“We want to reach as many people as possible. Making the EP free 
has certainly allowed us to do that. I don’t see us changing that any 


time soon, until a label becomes involved.” 

Einding a label isn’t tops on Snowsera’s to-do list. In today’s 
music industry, Erard said, bands can build an audience and 
promote themselves without a label’s help. He worries that a 
label could infringe on Snowsera’s artistic freedom. 

“I’m excited to be an independent artist right now,” he 
said. “Which doesn’t mean we’re not interested in talking 
to record labels. It would have to be the right situation 
though.” 

Snowersa certainly seems to be doing OK on its own. In 
spite of limited practice time— due to band members living 
in Champaign-Urbana and Chicago— they’re writing and 
recording new music at a furious pace. The group wrote six 
songs after meeting for only four days last month, Erard 
said. 

The effort paid off when Snowsera was named as one of 
Alternative Press’ “Top 8 Unsigned Bands of the Month” 
for Eebruary Members don’t let the attention go to their 
heads, though. 

“We never really sat down and dreamed that one day we’d 
be on the cover of Rolling Stone or something,” Erard said. 
“Our focus always has been on playing shows and writing 
music.”

Whenever the writers of “Saturday Night Live” 
turned out a script that took a jab at Hillary 
Clinton, Amy Poehler got the call. She found 
just the right bitterness-meets-brute force to 
portray the former first lady in skit after skit. 

Poehler returns to political humor— in a 
much more neighborhood way— for her new 
NBC series “Parks and Recreation.” 

The ad-libbed series from Greg Daniels 
and Mike Schur, executive producers of “The 
Office,” debuts at 7:30 p.m. Thursday 

At the time of this interview in January, 
the new comedy didn’t even have a name. It 
was known as “The Untitled Daniels/Schur/ 
Poehler Show” 

The temporary designation was an example 
of how Poehler’s popularity has grown in the 
last few years. She’s reached the A-list level 
where a show can be sold on her name alone. 

In the series, Poehler plays Leslie Knope, 
a deputy chairwoman of the Department 
of Parks and Recreation Department in 
Pawnee, Ind. It’s a low-level job for Knope, 
but that doesn’t stop her from having big- 
time dreams. In a weird bit of fiction-imi- 
tates-art-imitates-life, Poehler’s character 
holds up Clinton as one of her many role 
models. 

“I think that Leslie looks to a lot of 
women in politics for inspiration, and 
there’s so many now,” Poehler says. 


“She certainly looks at a lot of those women 
in the media and in politics right now as kind 
of her heroes. So it really doesn’t kind of spe- 
cifically deal with trying, in any way, to tap 
into any of those women specifically” 

“Parks” also stars Rashida Jones, Aziz Ansari 
and Nick Offerman, who play either con- 
cerned citizens or other government workers. 

A prime-time TV series almost seems like
